Haig conferred with Thieu 
T u esday and W ed n esd ay, 
then moved on to Cambodia, 
Laos and Thailand to brief 
the governments there.

The 
U nited 
S ta te s 
and 
North 
Vietnam 
announced 
Thursday that Kissinger and 
Tho will resume negotiations 
in Paris “for the purpose of 
completing the text of an 
agreem ent” to end more than 
a decade of war. 
The wording of the joint an ­ 
nouncement and Lam s state­ 
ments 
indicated 
that 
ten­ 
tative agreement had been 
reached on the major points, 
including a cease-fire and the 
return of prisoners. 
But 
Lam 
said: 
“ Unfor­ 
tunately I cannot tell you the 
time and the date because we 
are 
still 
asking 
for som e 
c la r ific a tio n s 
and 
so m e 
points are points of concern to 
our governm ent.” 
Lam said a cease-fire “ is 
not a main problem. We do 
not see any big obstacle in the 
acceptance of a cease-fire by 
the Republic of South Viet­ 
nam ... The problem is that 
the conditions of the ce a se­ 
fire are not yet very clear and 
we 
would 
like 
m ore 
clarifications about how the 


cease-fire 
is

im plem ented.” 
Lam said the United States 
and South Vietnam would not 
declare a unilateral cea se­ 
fire in South Vietnam tonight 
as South Vietnamese sources 
had 
reported 
earlier

week. But he left open the

unilateral or bilateral c e a s e ­ 
fire by Tet the celebration of 
the lunar new year on Feb. 3. 
“ I’m not a prophet so I 
don’t w’ant to guess about the 
date of a cease-fire,” Lam 
said. “The only thing that I 
could say is that we are very 
close. I am neither optimistic 
nor pessimistic. The problem 
is we would like to have the 
m axim um protection of our 
national interests. There are 
many points to be clarified in 
the agreem ent.

It was the biggest mass 
murder charge in the nation’s 
history. The trial lasted 14 
weeks. 
Corona's attorney. Richard 
Hawk, 
immediately moved 
for a new' trial, and a hearing 
on his motion was scheduled 
Jan. 29. 
Judge Richard E. Patton 
delayed sentencing until after 
the hearing. Under California 
law. Corona could receive a 
m aximum sentence of 25 con­ 
secutive life terms. 
The 12 jurors each individ­ 
ually affirmed the guilty ver­ 
dicts 
in

dramatic

trial. The separate reading, 
affirmation and recording of 
the 25 individual “guilty of

7 ‘Executed’ 
‘June In January' Weather Won't Last

Abdul Jabbar. who bought 
the house and donated it to 
the Hanafi Muslims, said of 
the crime: “ I can think of 
only crazy people, lunatics 
who would do it.” Jabbar was 
known as Lew Alcindor when 
he starred at UCLA. 
Jabbar, a m em ber of the 
sect, w as in Milwaukee when 
the slayings occurred about 4 
p.m. Thursday in an area 
where many of Washington’s 
w e a lth iest black fa m ilie s 
live. All the victims were 
black and ranged in age from 
infancy to 30 years, police 
said. 
P o lic e 
said 
they 
w ere 
looking for four black men 
seen by witnesses running 
from the rear door of the 
home, and police intelligence 


sources indicated as many as 
eight men m ay have par­ 
ticipated in the killings. 
A police spokesman said it 
w as 
“ d efin itely 
an 
execution.” 
P o lice 
said 
they 
w ere 
having trouble identifying the 
victims. 
Two 
women 
who 
were found shot in the head, 
but alive, inside the house 
w ere 
id en tified 
as 
Bibi

both about 20. 


Bibi Khaalis was reported

Radio Voice 
Is Old Hand

NEW YORK (AP) - On 
March 4, 1933, a nervous 
young 
CBS 
radio 
correspondent named Robert 
Trout 
covered 
the 
inauguration of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. 


On Saturday, as President 


Nixon is sworn in for four 
more years, Trout will be 
back behind the microphone, 
covering his 11th consecutive 
presidential inauguration for 
the CBS Radio network. 
It’s a broadcasting record. 


But Trout was an old hand at 
inauguration-watching even 
before he became a reporter. 
He grew up in Washington, 


D.C., and recalls that "every 
four years school was let out 
so we could watch the show. 
It was sort of like the circus 
coming to town. 


‘‘We 
went 
to 
see the 
parade. 
We 
were 
great 
connoisseurs of parades. We 
were kind of upset at Har­ 
ding’s inauguration because 
he rode in an automobile 
instead of a horse and car­ 
riage.” 
Now 63 and semiretired, 
Trout 
rem em bers 
the 
Washington of his youth as 
com pletely unlike today’s 
highly 
security-conscious 
model. It was a freer, far 
less-suspicious era. 
If you were up early, he 
said, you might have seen 
Herbert Hoover or Calvin 
Coolidge out for a stroll on the 
streets of the city the mor­ 
ning of their respective 
inaugurations. 
In President Woodrow Wil­ 
son's day, he said, the White 
House even held a public 
reception each New Year’s 
Day. 


‘‘If you wanted to, you 


could line up at the White 
House — and it was a long, 
long line — and go in and 
shake the hand of President 
Wilson,” he said. 


Trout 
began his 
broad­ 
casting career in 1931 as an 
announcer 
for 
WJSV, 
a 
Northern Virginia station. He 
joined CBS a year later. 
He took to the roof of the old 
Willard Hotel in Washington 
to report on the ceremonies at 
R o o s e v e l t ’ s 
f i r s t , 
inauguration; his ground- 
level colleagues w’ere Ted 
Husing 
and 
Norman 
Brokenshire. 
He recalled the day as 
blustery ‘‘and cold as hell.” 
The 
mood 
of 
official 
Washington was grim. 
“ Things were pretty rough 
with 
the Depression, 
and 
some people were 
talking 
revolution,” he said. “ It was 
pretty tense. 
“ But then Roosevelt made 
that speech in which he said 
‘the only thing we have to 
fear is fear itself.’ And he 
rode down the avenue with 


this big smile and everybody 
was sort of reassured. 
“ It sounds silly, but it was 
really quite a psychological 
thing, quite a lift he gave the 
country in that one afternoon. 
It was amazing. 
“ He seemed so confident, 
so healthy and so vigorous 
and absolutely unafraid of 
anything. And everybody 
said, ‘My God. maybe it’s 
going to be all right after 
all.’” 
Massive antiwar demon­ 
strations are scheduled to be 
held in Washington during 
N i x o n ’ s 
i n a u g u r a t i o n 
Saturday. Were there any 
demo ns t rat i ons 
during 
Roosevelt’s inaugural cere­ 
monies? 
“ Lord, no.” Trout said. "It 
never 
would 
have 
been 
thought of. The country was 
really quite different then. 
Everyone would have been 
profoundly 
shocked 
at 
something like that.”

Dear Dr. Lamb — I am 
writing to you about coffee 
and its effect on the blood 
pressure. You wrote in your 
column that it was not good 
for the digestion, but I would

what it does to

coffee on the 
circulatory

content. Caffeine belongs to 
the

stimulating drugs called 
analeptics,

known as “ speed” or “ up­ 
pers.” The effects of caffeine 
on the heart and circulatory 
system are highly variable. It 
will cause some of the ar­ 
teries to dilate, which should 
mean that the blood pressure 
would drop. In contrast, it 
causes the arteries to the 
brain 
to 
contract 
and 
diminishes blood flow to the 
brain. This latter effect is 
often useful in relieving 
headaches, 
since 
many 
headaches are 
caused by 
overdistention or dilation of 
the cerebral arteries. When

fibers in their walls and set 
up a pain pattern. 
Caffeine also stimulates the 
heart rate to increase, and in 
general, causes an increased 
amount of blood to be pumped 
by the heart. Blood pressure 
is a balance between the 
capacity of the arterial 
system and the amount of 
blood pumped into it. Blood 
pressure falls when the heart 
stops pumping enough blood 
or when the arteries are over 
dilated. In the case of caf­ 
feine, the increased amount 
of blood pumped by the heart 
is balanced off by the dilation 
of the arteries. Thus, you 
never 
know 
for 
certain 
whether a person will have an 
increased blood pressure, or 
whether it will remain un­ 
changed. 
There are some individuals 
who definitely have an in­ 
creased blood pressure from 
the effects of caffeine. This is 
particularly 
true 
in 
in­ 
dividuals in whom the blood 
pressure is affected by their 
nervous activity. In general, 
the effects of caffeine on the 
heart and vascular' system 
are outweighed by its actions 
on the nervous system. The 
response of the heart and 
vascular system is in relation 
to what happens in the ner­ 
vous system. 
Caffeine has the opposite 
effect of tranquilizers, to the 
extent that tranquilizers are 
useful in lowering blood 
pressure 
by 
decreasing 
nervous tension and nervous 
activity. For this reason, in 
general, 
I 
feel that in­ 
dividuals who have elevated 
blood pressure should not be 
using caffeine or any of the 
amphetamine group; and 
consequently they should not 
be drinking coffee. For the 
person with normal blood 
pressure, this consideration 
is of little or no importance. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — In an 
article you 
discussed 
the 
various types of milk and 
their calcium content. How 
does dry milk compare with 
others for protein content? 
Dear Reader — One cup of 
dry, nonfat, instant milk 
powder contains 24 gram s of 
protein. Since one and one- 
third cup is usually required 
to mix one quart of recon­ 
stituted milk, a quart of milk 
made from the dry instant 
powder would contain 32 
gram s of protein. (You can 
make it richer if you wish to 
add more powder to the 
mixture.). 
By contrast, 
a 
quart of whole milk or skim 
milk contains 36 gram s of 
protein. 
Thus the 
protein 
content of the two forms of 
milk is comparable, and you 
can actually increase the 
protein 
content 
in

reconstituted

Tax Outrage Was Justified 


The ou trag e which was being ex pressed 
statewide following statements in the media 
that prov isions of Ohio's controv ersial income 
tax law constitu te a m ajor inv asion of priv acy 
m ay su bside now The state is say ing it was 
all a mistake and a misu nderstanding . 
The tax law. which *was so strong ly su p­ 
ported 
by Gov . 
John 
J. 
GnUig an. 
was 
described as containing definite antipriv acy 
prov isions 
pertaining 
to 
an 
indiv idu al's 
finances 
Big Brother was seen as g etting 
nibbier and mbbier 
The ou tcry was ag ainst new withholding 
ex emption certificates which call fora break­ 
down of a hu sband's and wife's earning s. The 
certificate, which instru ctions said was to be 
completed 
by ev ery employ e su bject to 
withholding , was to be filed with employ ers — 
thu s informing them which of their employ es 
hav e employ ed spou ses and the amou nt of 
each spou se's salary . 
None of this additional information is the 
bu siness of an employ er and employ ers hav e 
not asked for it. The state, in its bu mbling 
way . appeared to be ripping aside the rig hts 
of priv acy and destroy ing the confidential 
natu re of the income tax retu rns which 
su pposedly is g u aranteed American citizens. 
Bu t now the state say s, in effect, that it 
really didn't want to inv ade any one’s priv acy 
and merely was try ing to be helpfu l. The new 
withholding ex emption certificates are op­ 
tional. according to spokesmen for the Tax 
Commission, and "no one need su pply this 
information if he doesn't want to." 
The Ohio income tax . which was frequ ently - 
misrepresented to v oters prior to the last 
election in order to win their endorsement, 
has other liabilities. 


It is u nfair in that it penalizes working 
hu sbands and wiv es by making them file joint 
retu rns if they file joint federal retu rns. For 
the state takes a larg er bite ou t of the joint 
income than it wou id from sing le incomes 
w hile the federal g ov ernment m akes it easier 
on the common pocketbook if a cou ple files 
jointly instead of sing ly . 
The state, in other words, sees y ou coming 
and then g ets y ou coming and g oing . 
Considerable hu e and cry was raised when 
it was learned that the Army w as in­ 
v estig ating and keeping files on a nu mber of 
American citizens whose activ ities cau sed the 
secu rity forces of the Army to be su spiciou s. 
Protests were lo ud and ang ry . 


It was o nly fitting that the pro tests 
of Ohio 
citizens shou ld be lo uder and ang rier at the 
prospect o f married tax pay ers being fo rced to 
rev eal, for their spou se’s employ er’s records, 


financial 
inform ation 
th a t 
shou ld 
be 
priv ileg ed information. 
Fortu nately it appears the state is backing 
off on this tax law requ irement. Otherwise, in 
a situ ation su ch as this, we wou ld hav e to tu rn 
to ou r leg islators to enact leg islation striking 
down this requ irement.

M em bers of an A m erican ex pedition 
camped in the snow of a hig h Himalay an 
v alley fou nd ape-like footprints close to one of 
their tents and followed the tracks more than 
half a mile before losing them in a thicket. 
A phy sician - zoolog ist, an ornitholog ist and 
another zoolog ist fou nd the tracks and one of 
the zoolog ists made plaster casts of the tracks 
which he deposited with the American E m ­ 
bassy in Katmandu . Nepal. 


This phy sical ev idence, assu ming it is not a 
hoax , shou ld heig hten the scientific interest in 
the Snowman for. according to one of the 
zoolog ists, it seems qu ite clear "th at the 
tracks belong to an animal which is still 
u nknown to science.” 
This alone has been incentiv e enou g h in 
many instances to lau nch intensiv e scientific 
inv estig ation of an u nknown phenomenon.

In the stockpile maneu v er 
Mr. Nix on has taken a leaf 
from Robert S. M cNamara's 
tou g h steps as secretary of 
Defense. Back in 1965. to hold 
down prices of military pu r­ 
chases, M cNamara arrang ed 
for considerable qu antities of 
copper to be released from 
the nation’s stockpiles. 


In the cu rrent Nix on ac­ 
tions, his ag ricu ltu re price

Seattle Rumor Center is clos­ 
ing. It has run out of rumors. 
The Rev. Everett J.Jensen, 
president of the four-year-old 
center, called a news confer­ 
ence for today to announce 
the decision. 
“ I imagine we are dif­ 
ferent, being able to say when 
a job has been done and when 
it ought to go,” the 54-year- 
old Lutheran pastor said in an 
interview. 
‘‘We have plenty of funds, 
plenty of backing from the 
city and county, but we just 
don’t get any rumo rs any 
more,” he added 
’ 
The center was set up in 
1968 when the city was 
plagued with racial unrest, 
student 
troubles 
and 
unemployment 
At its peak the center han 
died upwards of 400 calls a 
day from the worried public. 
‘‘Now’ we’re down to only 
about six a day,” the Rev. 
Mr. Jensen said. “ And thev 


only amount to somebody 
asking if it was true that a 
baby was baked in an oven 
because the babysitter was 
out. We don’t feel that this is 
the kind of service the city 
ought to provide.” 
Why the decline in calls? 
“ Tensions are very much 
reduced now,” the Rev. Mr. 
Jensen explained. 
“ There is no longer that air 
of crisis like back in 1968 and 
1969. Since then the public has 
more access to the police, to 
public agencies and even to 
schools which conduct rumor 
clinics ” 
The center spent about $15. 
ooo a year with a full-time 
staff of four Volunteers often 
helped out, as well 
“ We did the job that needed 
doing at the time,” the pastor 
said. ‘‘We told the truth as we 
saw it and we probably did a 
lot of good. 
“ Now, I can return to my 
flock.” 


Pentagon Data Could Have 
Aided Hanoi, General Says 


Vietnamese by releasing top 
secret documents. 
Lt. Gen. William DePuy, a 
government witness, said in 
the first day of testimony 
Thursday that information in 
a secret report released with 
the Pentagon papers could 
have helped Hanoi plan a 
spring offensive 
in 
1972 
against South Vietnam. 
Defense attorney Leonard 
Weinglass, at the start of 
crossexam ination 
late 
Thursday, sought to prove 
that much data in the report 
which dealt with the Tet 
offensive of 1968 was common 
knowledge and appeared in 
newspapers and books. He 
also tried to show that the 
report wasn’t sensitive and 
could not have helped North 
Vietnam. 
DePuy maintained that the 
report, 
prepared by 
then 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff Gen. Earl Wheeler, 
could have been “ useful” to a 
foreign power opposing the 
United States. 
He said that Wheeler's as­ 
sessment of the Tet offensive 
“ states the condition of Viet­ 
nam’s forces, the strengths 
and weaknesses of that at­ 
tack. 
“ ... In so doing, it provides 
information that 
the high 
command in Hanoi and South 
Vietnam certainly would find 
interesting and useful to 
them, particularly if they had 
any intention 
of doing 
it 
again, and they did do it 
again in 1972,” he said. 
Ellsberg, 41, and Russo, 36. 
former 
researchers 
on 
government projects, are 
being tried on charges of 
espionage, conspiracy 
and 
theft in 
connection 
with 
release of a 
massive top 
secret study of Vietnam war 
origins. 
However, 
government 
prosecutor David 
Nissen 
repeatedly has said he will 
not try to prove that Ellsberg 
and Russo meant harm to the 
United States or that any 
such harm occurred. They 
are charged specifically only 
with the copying and trail 
smission of the documents 
among themselves and two 
unidicted coconspirators in 
1969, not with the release ol 
the papers two years later
